Some  of  the  scented  Geraniums  make  very  desirable  window 
box  plants,  as  they  are  not  only  graceful  in  their  growth,  but  by 
being  sweet  scented  impart  a refinement  to  the  bodies  that  cannot 
otherwise  be  produced.
